MILD  MTEREST  IN 

FRENCH  OCCUPATION 


Inhabitants  Believe  German 
Capitalists  Will  Soon  Come 
to  Arrangements  for  French 
Troops  to  Leave 

BOOHUM,  Jan.  11.— "Busi- 
ness as  tisual"  would  seem 
to  be  tile  motto  of  thi.s 
busy  little  town,  where  He  the 
roots  of  the  fortune  of  Hcrr 
Hugo  Stinnes,  Germany's  great- 
est capitalist. 

Riding  through  the  city  durins  the 
night,  correspondents  saw  the  ridges 
of  tho  Ruhr  Valley  lit  up  with  flame 
that  belched  from  the  many  furnaces 
of  tho  Iron  and  steel  works.,  Gaunt 
buildings  Htretched  for  miles  and 
nilk's.  In  them  worked  the  2S,000 
men  whom  Stinnes  employe. 

The  plants  turn  out  approximately 
400,000  tone  of  Iron  and  ateel  pro- 
ducts yearly,  keeping  five  blast  fur- 
naces busy. 

There  was  no  Indication  that  the 
worker.s  or  their  eiiip'oyer  were 
thlnkhiK  of  the  I'ronch  troops  8(}  near 
ut  hand. 

When  the  corilcspondent  aske<l  the 
workers  "Where'a  Stinnea?"  tlpey.  «n- 
swered:  "Stinnea,  that  eapltallst? 
OH,  he'a  in  Berlin  or  aomewhere.  We 

do  the  work;  he  nets  tho  money." 

Thirty  Ccnta  a  Day 

The  workers  explained  that  the 
averace  pay  at  the  ateel  lyanta  ia 

equivalent  to  thirty  cents  a  day.  or 
3,000  mark.H.  That  Is  enouKh  to  buy 
a  pound  and  a  half  of  butter,  two 
IiuuiiiIn  c>f  meat  or  three  i>ound8  of 
bread.  One  pretty,  little  CJerman  girl 
said  that  her  salary  was  8,000  marks 
a  month,  or  almoat  enough  to  buy 
a  pair  of  ahoea.  The  picture  pre- 
aented  by  Bochum  is  characteristic  of 
the  whole  valley.  Tho  coal  mines  are 
In  operation  all  the  way  from  Kssen 
to  this  city;  the  roads  are  well  kei)t 
and  clean;  the  trees  are  evenly  trim- 
med and  the  fields  are  tilled  ovsit  to 
the  very  edge  of  the  highway. 

iSach  tall  factory  chimney  ia  busy 
throwing  out  sparka  and  amoke.  This 
activity  has  been  the  source  of  much 
comment  by  tho  French  and  Uelgluns, 
who  refer  t"  the  <ontra."<i  presented 
by  tha  M>Ui^iiiuke4«aeks  of  Northerly 
Krance  and  Helglum,  partloularly  be> 
tween  Naraur  and  Liege. 

Knjoylag  Prosperity 

The  vlllattes  and  towns  of  the  Ruhr 
•ippe.ir  to  be  enjoying  prosperity. 
Crcnt  quiintlties  of  cloth  are  still  be- 
ing manufactured  at  Keltwig.

Marching 
into  Etten  this  morning  in  their  new  move  for  (he  occupation  of  aci- 
ditional  German  territory,  FretKh  troops  are  patrolling  the  streets  of  Essen, 
and  horizon  blue  uniformed  sentries  are  guarding  the  entrance  to  tlie  great 
Krupp  works. 

French  tanks  command  the  Essen  city  hall  square,  and  pickets  of  infantry 
hold  the  railroad  station.  Before  noon  the  occupation  of  Essen  was  an  ac> 
complished  fact. 

Led  by  Armored  Cara 

The  advance  from  Dusaeldort 
bridgehead  was  led  by  armored  saris, 
while  <-avalry  debouched  from  Uuit- 
berg  into  Mulhelm.  One  dlvlaion  of 
Irfantry  marched  Into  the  Valley 
froni  Dus«eldorf  and  another  from 
Iiulsherg.  Two  reserve  divisions  of 
infantry  are  being  held  In  readiness, 
camping  on  tho  edge  of  the  former 
bridgehead  limits.

LONDON,  Jan.  n.— G  ermany,  through  Dr.  Sihamer,  Ambassador  to 
Great  Britain,  has  fonnally  protested  against  Franco-Belgian  action  in 
the  Ruhr.  The  German  protest  argues  that  the  Franco- Belgian  action 
is  a  three-fold  breach  of  the  Versailles  treaty — First,  because  the  tlefaults  ia 
wood  and  coal  would,  according  to  the  note  of  the  Reparations  Commission 
of  March  21.  1922.  only  permit  a  demand  for  payment  in  cash;  second,  the 
treaty  permits  no  territorial  saodioDS  whatever;  and  third,  according  to  the 
treaty,  reprisals  against  Germany  are  only  permissible  if  imposed  by  the  Allies 
in  union,  not  by  a  single  power  on  its  own  indiviikial  initiative. 

The  German  Oovemment  proteats 
of  the  "unheard  oppraaalon,  con- 
trary to  the  treaty  and  International 
laws."  but  says  It  does  not  Intend  to 
meet  force  with  for<-e  or  answer  a 
brea<'h  of  the  treaty  by  disengaging 
Itself  from  tha  treaty.  Ho  long  aa 
condltlona  contrary  to  the  treaty  per- 
sist, <>ermany,  it  ia  declared,  will  not 
be  In  a  position  to  make  dellverlea 
of  any  kind  to  thoae  powera  which 
brought  about  these  conditions.

The  deatfi  oi  King  Con»taiitiiic  re- 
moves an'  international  figure  who 
for  a  monarch  has  had  a  clicfiuered 
career.

Once  the  cells  of  the  Iniigs 
iiave  become  nuiiniiiilicd  they  tend 
to  flock  together  into  small  lumps 
or  grr^nps,  and  these  "tubercles"  cor- 
respond to  the  luinps  seen  in  a  tuber- 
cular luag.  The  discovery  opens  up 
a  new  field  in  preventive  medicine.

Captala  Jaha  Smith,  a  celohratad 
memlwr  of  the  Virginia  colony,  paid 
a  visit  to  Powhatan  in  14d7.  while  on 
an  exploring  cii.fdltlon  up  Jamea' 
In  Company  with  Captain 
'  ;  '  I '  and  a  aniuU  number  of  men 
1  lie  iviogUah  were  at  peace  with  the 
savages,  and  were  received  by  them 
In  a  friendly  manaer.  resldsnoe 
of  Powhatan  was  then  at  a  amali 
town  on  the  bank  of  tha  rhrer.  In 
front  of  thsse  islands.  Just  below  the 
spot  where  .  Richmond  now  st.mds 
Tbe  Virginian  lemperor  was  then 
about  aixty  yeari  of  age,  gray  headed 
and  of  a  lofty  demeanor.  Ma  was 
dressed  in  raeeaaa  shiae  aad  bore  a 
crown  of  fasthers.  At  the  entertain - 
mSnt  dlrea  ta  Smith**  party,  some 
of  tha  laSlans  expressed  their  ap- 
prehensions of  the  Kngllsh  and 
counselled  hostillttea  against  them: 
but  they  ware  silenced  by  Powhatan. 

'These  strangers."  eald  he,  "want 
but  a  little  sround.  whieh  we  can 
easUy  spars.  Why  should  wa  ob>e«t 
to  their  comlna  into  our  territory  r' 

Supposing  thla  language  to  have 
been  sincere,  the  chief  had  among  his 
advisers  men  who  were  shrewder 
than  he.  Whether  Pocahontaa  was 
vrescnt  at  this  Intervlsw.  we  are  not 
told,  nor  le  there  any  mention  of  her 
till  the  aoeureaoe  by  whieh  shs  is 
best  knowa  to  the  world— the  savins 
Of  Smith's  llfs. 

Powhatan,  it  Is  said,  was  s  ureat 
dissembler,  and  even  while  address- 
ing his  visitors  in  the  language  of 
peace,  and  exchanging  presents  with 
them,  waa  plotUac  a  scheme  for  thslr 
dssiruction. 

Indian  Treachery 

Hostilities  broke  out  shortly  after, 
and  before  Smith  and  Newport  could 
retyrn  to  .lamcstown..  that  settlement 
was  sttaciv.d  by  a  body  ef  the  In- 
dians. The  Bnglish  war^  quHa  de- 
fenceless, having  na  arme  at  hand,  as 
their  fovernor,  Wlntfleld,  fearing  a 
conspiracy  of  the  people  h»i  locked 
up  their  duns,  and  «ci  mili- 

tary exerciaes.  Jam«aio»n  would 
have  been  taken  and  the  InhSkitante 
maaaacred.  but  lor  a  fortunate  aecl- 
dent.  A  oaaaaa  shot  fram  a  vosssi 
in  the  rlvsr  cut  off  the  branch  of  a 
tree,  whieh'  |sl|  smon«  a  party  of 
Indians,  vrho  were  rushing  to  the  .is- 
stiU.  Thig  so  terrified  them  that  they 
fled  and  abandoned  the  iindertakimt. 
A  treaty  of  peace  followed,  and  Hml^, 
with  a  party  of  men.  nmde  several 
excursions  Into  the  Interior  to  obtain 
suppliSB  of  provlBtons.  The  rivers 
ware  eovered  wltlT  Socks  of  wiwf  fowl 
and  the  woods  abounded  with  dser 
and  turkey.  The  needs  of  the  colon- 
lets  were  soon  aupplled,  but  the  rest- 
h'fs  activity  of  liJmitli,  and  a  daslrs 
to  silence  the  niurmera  of  his  Coun- 
trymen, who  asserted  that  he  had  dot 
made  sufllclent  endeavors  to  sxplere 
the  head  streams  of  thS  Chlekahom- 
ind.  induced  him  to  eontlnue  his  en- 
(erprisss  duHng  the  sesaon  of  plenty. 
Sailth's  Csptatu 

In  the  Winter  ^f  lOf  Im  oalloatsd 
a  siaall  number  of  followers  aad  pro- 
ceeded once  more  m  a  h.trge  up  that 
river  aa  far  as  It  was  navigable. 
Having  left  the  barge  In  a  wide  bay, 
out  of  the  rrnch  of  the  Indians,  with 
positive  orders  that  noao  Of  the  orew 
should  leave  her  on  any  aecouat,  he 
rowed  farther  up.  attended  by  two 
Knglishiaen  end  two  friendly  Xndlsns.

They  Isunediately  ehot 
them  with  their  arrawa,  aad  then 
followed  oa  tho  aMaak  a(  Smith.  •  hj 
had  gone  to  shot  sosse  wild  fowl.  He 
waa  proceeding  up  the  bank  of  the 
river,  not  far  from  his  cmoe.  when 
lie  discovered  the  aavagee  close  upon 
hln>.  He  endeavored  to  retreat,  and 
findlna  tbe  eaemy  praaslng  hard 
upon  him.  shkHdad  himself  by  tylns 
him  Indian  gulte  to  his  left  arm. 
while  he  used  his  rlfht.  In  t^is  osan- 
Iter  he  contrived  to  load  and  fire  his 
iiiuaket.  while  he  retreated  slowly  to 
the  water  '  ili" 
and  wouadad  aeverai  otbcia.  Ia<  Intt 
one  way  and  walking  the  other 
kept  the  faamy.  who  were  satoaiahed 
at  hto  kravery  and  skill,  at  a  saf* 
dUtanca.  But.  not  belag  able  to  pap 
close  attention  to  his  stsps  hs  Sank 
into  a  nitry  place  so  deep  that,  swing 
to  hla  embirruasing  connection  wiili 
his  guide,  he  waa  unable  to  extricate 
himself.  Here  he  remained  n  con- 
aiderable  timS.  the  savages  not  daring 
to  attack  him  so  long  aa  ha  held  the 
muaket.

Smith  was  carried  In  triumph  to 
the  capital  of  th*?  Indian  king,  and 
after  a  time  It  was  decided  to  kill 
him.  Preparations  were  snade  io  this 
end.  Two  large  atones  wsra  hroagbl 
In  and  plaoed  at  the  feet  ot  ths  oal- 
peror  Smith  was  seissd  by  as  maay 
of  the  Indians  as  could  Isy  hands  on 
him.  dragged  forward,  and  hla  head 
laid  on  the  stones.  A  heavy  club  waa 
produced  and  laid  before  Powhatan 
for  whom  was  reserved  the  honor  of 
beating  out  the  brains  of  tha  vietim. 
The  grimly  painted  warriors  leaked 
on  In  silence,  with  sensations  of  awe 
at  the  apeotacle.  A  dreaded  and  for- 
midable enemy,  waa  lo  be  aacrlflcf>d. 
but  In  their  most  aavage  mood  they 
w-ere  l}Ot  insensible  to  the  emotion  of 
pity  tar  the  hard  fate  of  a  foe,  whose 
oravery  they  eauld  not  but  admirer. 

And  now  oomes  a  scene  whieh  has 
lover  failed  to  touch  the  heart,  and 
<  xolte  the  interest  of  the  reader,  and 
one  which  haa  few  parallela  In 
history.  The  fUtSl  club  wa^  uplifted, 
one  Instant  and  the  wretched  victim 
would  have  been  struck  dead,  when 
Peeahoatas,  ths  young  and  bsiuitltui 
teugktar  of  Powhatan,  uttered  >  a 
scream  of  terror  and  agony  whieh 
arrenti  il  ilii)  lilow.  With  dlahevelied 
hair,  ijiid  eve.n  Httetimlng  witli  tears, 
she  threw  herself  tiiion  the  body  of 
Smith,  clasped  hla  h<  ud  In  her  arms 
and  by  the  most  Imploring  looks 
directed  towards  her  father,  solicited 
the  life  of  the  captiva.  The  roysl  ex- 
eeutlcteer  In  smaasment  looked 
around  upon  his  warriors.  BIther 
respect  for  their  gallant  prisoner  or 
admiration  of  the  noble  behavUir  of 
hla  fair  friend.  had  nuived  th^^r 
hearts.  Powhatan  read  In  their  looks 
a  sSBtlment  of  mercy  and  spared  the 
life  of  the  do<itaed  man.  Suak  Is  the

I  ,nf aj4  wax  i 
thirteen  year*  of  aK'-    •'^ho  no 
to  be  a  friend  of  the  KhxiipIi 
lets  and  was  ef  great  service  ve  them 
in  tho  dUBOttUties  snd  tengess  that 
surrounded  them.  A  young  Bnglish- 
man  named  Rolfe  became  altaahed
